Athens, April 4.—Official despatches 
of grave dis- 
orders in the environs of Kortiza, Not 
only are the Albanians attacking the 
Christians, but an intertribal feud has 
commenced between the Albanians 
themselves. . Several Christian villages 
have been atacked, the houses ransack- 
ed and women have been outraged. The 
attempts of the Albanian gendarmes 


to restore order have*been: unsuccess~ 


ful, 

Essad Pasha’s. partisans in the vil- 
lage of Bograditch have refused to re- 
cognize the Albanian authorities, The 
partisans of Essad Pasha have occu-

New Ruler to Lead. 

Durazzo, Albania, April 4.—Prince 
William, the new ruler of Albania to- 
day announced his intention of taking 
the field and leading the Albanians 
troops against Greek insurgents, who 
have taken the town of Kortiza, Dis- 
patches last night reported that the 
town had been captured and partly 
destroyed. A general mobilization of 
Albanian forces was ordered today, 

Kortiza Has Fallen. 

Athens, April 4.—The Albanian town 
of Kortiza has fallen into the hands of 
“insurgents” according to an official 
announcement here today. It is ex- 
plained that the “Insurgents” are 
Greeks who have risen in opposition to 
the decision of the European powers 
that Kortez must belong to Albania, 

Reports are current that the Insur- 
gents are in the pay of Greek authori- 
ties. 

Missionaries are Safe. 

Constantinople, April 4.—The Ameri- 
can embassy here today received a dis- 
patch declaring that all the Christians 
and foreign residents at Bitlis in Turk- 
ish Armenia were safe and had not 
been molested during the recent Kurd- 
ish raids. The missionaries at Bitlis 
reported that the Kurds were driven 
off.

GEORGE BERNARD SHAW 
SUGGESTS THAT WOMEN 
BE PAID FOR CHILDREN 


London, April 4—Vayment to women 
for bearing children was suggested by 
George Bernard Shaw, at a meeting of 
the Fablan society last night. He 
said: “If I were a woman I should 
want $10,000 before I became a 
imozher.” 

This suggestion was made in a dls- 
cussion with Mrs. Pember Reeves who 
replied that women did not want to 
be paid for becoming mothers, adding 
that she objected to the Idea of a 
“baby strike.” 

Shaw retorted: “Why object to such 
a strike? Why shouldn't the child 
bearing be a profession for women?”

in 1912, In London he met competi- 
tions from France, Germany, Holland, 
Belgium, Ireland and Scotland, 


The Wasp has probably been the 
most consistent high jumped ever seen 
in Canada, and has done more high 
jumping than any other horse in the 
string.

When neweomers called 
upon him in his office, he always took 
the greatest care to give sufficient in- 
formation and send them away with a 
good impression of actual conditions 
and the opportunities Central Alberta 
offered. 

One of the important points brought 
out by Mr, Hall was the fact that every 
effort should be made to bring in set- 
tlers from across the line and Great 
Britain. He discouraged tbe idea of 
doing any extensive advertising in the 
eastern provinces, for the reason that 
towns and cities of the Dominion 
should work with the end of a bigger 
country in view. To accomplish this, 
it was unnecessary to drain the east 
of its best citizens. The people of the 
Maritime provinces, he said, Quebec 
and Ontario, want to come west nat- 
urally, but the country as a whole 
would gain nothing and to induce set- 
tlers from these provinces would be 
selfish on the part of the west. 

The best schemes of advertising 
were outlined in) Mr. Hall's address, 
these being classed under four differ- 
ent heads: viz,, newspaper  advertis- 
ing, literature and pamphlets, free ar- 
ticles in newspapers of wide circula- 
tion and personal interviews. He es 
pecially recommended the idea of per- 
sonal interviews and stated that Ed- 
monton had secured excellent results 
from sending representatives to dif- 
ferent parts of the western and middle 
American states, In his capacity as 
Industrial Commissioner for Mdmon-

According to Mr. Hall, small towns 
do not require a large amount of money 
with which to carry on a publicity 
campaign that will bring results. He 
recommended advertising on a small 
scale in the leading American newspa- 
pers, as well as forwarding from time 
to time news items of interest to pros- 
pective settlers. Instances of how he 
had spent small amounts of money to 
great advantage were referred to by 
Mr. Hall in his address, Great care 
was necessary in carrying on public- 


ity work and attention to even . the 
smallest and apparently unimportant 
enquiries must be given to secure the 
best results, 

A scheme of advertising Central Al- 
berta at the San Francisco Exposition 
and at San Diego in 1915 was referred 
to by Mr. Hall and co-operation was 
promised by the local board. He 
stated that Edmonton and other cen- 
ters in Alberta should benefit mater- 
fally from the fact that many thou- 
sands would pass over.the G.T.P. and 


the C.N.R, both of which railroads 
would by that time be completed 
through to the Pacific Coast. 


During his stay in Wainwrigat Mr. 
Hall was shown over the district and 
made acquainted with the town's pro- 
gress generally. He was well pleased 
with the prospects of the town ond 
formed a favorable impression of the 
agricultural possibilities of this sec- 
tion.

Ratepayers who are familiar with the stock market appreciate 
this. They saw Edmonton’s stock jump nearly five points in the 
48 hours following the recent municipal election when municipal 
ownership rceeived an incontrovertible endorsation, and they have 
seen it stay there. They know that Edmonton’s stock is perfectly 
safe so long as the attack upon her credit does not come from 
Edmonton. To defeat the bylaws would be a broadside attack 
upon Edmonton’s credit. This feature interests every business man 
and every really holder in the city and it behooves them to get out 
and vote. : 

Upon the second consideration, that the four millions and a 
half for which ratification is asked does not represent an aggregate 
of new expenditures which is being jumped upon the ratepayers by 
the present council, a careful study of the list will! show that the 
enormously greater proportion of the sum is not the creation of a 
new debt at all, but the alteration of a method of book-keeping. 
There is, for instance, the capital account bylaw, which proposes to 
raise a working capital. By ratifying this bylaw, ratepayers do not 
increase the amount of the city’s indebtedness, The working capital 
will at all times be either in hand as cash, or it will be represented 
in works which are being temporarily financed and for which re- 
imbursement must be made at a later date out of appropriations 
which have already received ratification. The city cannot owe for 
the working capital temporarily involved in any new work and for 
the permanent debenture issue at the same time. When the latter 
goes in, the former comes out. A deliberate and most treacherous 
effort has been made by the Bulletin to confuse the public mind upon 
this point, but any ratepayer with even the most rudimentary know- 
ledge of book-keeping will appreciate the point. As for the next 
largest item in the list, the re-funding bylaws, these have already 
been fully explained and ratepayers will now understand that there 
is no intention to creale a new debt, or even to sell the bonds, but 
merely a purpose to readjust the city’s book-keeping. There are 
others in the list for which the present council cannot be made in 
any way accountable, such, for instance, as the deficiency bylaws, 
which are a legacy wished onto the present council by the last, which 
failed to do its duty in this respect. These bylaws swell the total, 
but they must be adopted if the city’s business is to be put right. 
Failure to adopt them will have the effect of swelling the mill rate 
in this year’s tax bills; which is a consideration for property owners 
to ponder well before voting in the negative.

STATES ESTABLISHMENT 
MUNICIPAL PLAYGROUNDS 
GREATLY DECREASES CRIME 


To the Editor of the Capital: 

The annual report of the playground 
association in America, which has just 
been published, brings out the fact 
that where municipal playgrounds have 
been established, the percentage of 
juvenile and adult crime has decreased 
perceptibly. New York has recently 
passed municipal legislation, and has 
made an appropriation ef 12% million 
dollars to take care of the play- 
groaunds;—twenty years ago that city 
could have taken care of playgrounds 
for one fifth of that sum. Chicago has 
asked for special playground vote for 
one section of the city, and it is esti- 
mated that six million dollars will be 
needed to meet the requirement of 
playground provision. 

On April 6th, a bylaw comes before 
the ratepayers of Edmonton, asking for 
an appropriation for parks and play- 
grounds. ,VParents, generally, should 
be vitally interested in the passing of 
this bylaw, which will mean so much 
to the children of the community. The 
bylaw for parks, as submitted, provides 
not only for the provision of parks and 
playgrounds, but for their upkeep and 
proper supervision, and for an ideal 
municipal bath house. ; 

If the experiment of such cities as 
Cleveland and Dayton. Ohlo, are dupli- 
cated, the result will be an immensely 
increased <fficiency among the chil- 
dren, physically and mentally, and an 
immense decrease in delinquency 
among the boys and girls of the city. 
Children go wrong because they have 
not been provided with the necessary
